Claims 1-1 1 are pending in this application. Claim 9 is objected to as being depended 
on a rejected claim but indicated as having allowable subject matter. Claims 1-8, 10 
and 11 are on appeal. 

The appeal brief received on 1/21/05 is acknowledged. The following defects were 
identified in this appeal brief: 

1 . The final rejection on 8/10/04 includes a 35 USC 112 second paragraph rejection of 
claim 1 1 , lack of antecedent basis on "or extraction vessel". Applicant has not 
addressed this issue in the appeal brief. 

2. The appeal brief, under the title 'REJECTION ON APPEAL' states "claims 8 and 9 
stand rejected under 35 USC 103 (a) as unpatentable over JP 994 in view of Perry, as 
applied to claim 1 , and further in view of Chromecek,...". This is erroneous because 
claim 9 was objected as being dependent on a rejected claim, but indicated as having 
allowable subject matter in the first action on the RCE of 3/1 9/04. Applicant 
acknowledges this fact in the section on 'status of claims'. There is only one ground for 
rejection of all pending rejected claims, and claim 8 is included with that group.
